“You couldn’t be in better hands ” 
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Tories divided 
in candidate 
selection row 

BITTER infighting among 
Harlow’s Tories forced senior 
party officials to step in to 
prevent the de-selection of a 
high-profile councillor, the Star 
can reveal. 

A major row engulfed the Old 
Harlow branch after an attempt 
by some members to parachute 
in a new face in place of Muriel 
Jolles, who has represented the 
ward since 2004. 

Last month, the Old Harlow 
branch selected university 
graduate Joel Charles after he 
challenged Mrs Jolles for the 
seat which will be contested in 
next May’s local elections. 

But Harlow Conservative 
Association’s executive 
subsequenty refused to ratify the 
move. 

The decision left some members 
furious, including fellow 
councillor Mike Garnett who 
told the Star it had “totally 
undermined” the party’s branch 
system. 

“We held a very good meeting of 
the branch with 20 members 
present and Joel Charles was 
selected,” he said. “But Muriel 
has somehow managed to drum 
up enough support within the 
executive to get them to re-open 
the selection process. 


Stay of execution for 
under-threat Square

THREATENED live music venue The 
Square won a crucial reprieve this 
week as housing association Circle 
Anglia agreed to let it stay open until 
2009 and then help to provide a 
replacement. 

Despite the year’s notice served on Essex 
County Council, which gives the lease owner 
the right to take back the premises in August 
next year, Harlow MP Bill Rammell revealed 
this week he has been assured it will be 
allowed to continue operating beyond then. 

Circle Anglia wants to demolish The Square and 
The Angle hostel accommodation next door to make 
way for new homes on the Fourth Avenue site. 

But with redevelopment unlikely to begin until 
spring or summer 2009 at the earliest, it has now 
offered to leave The Square alone until work begins. 

The extension could prove crucial for campaign¬ 
ers’ hopes to take over The Square from Essex 
County Council and resurrect it as a successful 
community youth facility and music venue. A con¬ 



sortium known as Square One Partnership believes 
that by doing this, it can make a real case for the 
Square’s replacement. 

Mr Rammell said he was delighted with the hous¬ 
ing association’s positive attitude: “The Square will 
not now have to be vacated next summer as origi¬ 
nally planned. It’s also good news that they recog¬ 
nise their community responsibilities and are will¬ 
ing to help with plans to relocate the activities at 
The Square to a new site in the future.” 

But Essex County Council, widely accused of 
attempting to wind down The Square, indicated this 
week it wished to wash its hands of the landmark 
club and move its youth services elsewhere. 

Schools, children and families cabinet member 
Tracey Chapman said: “While we understand that 
adults want to use The Square, the facility is pro¬ 
vided and funded for the use of young people. 
Consequently, our commitment is to the continua¬ 
tion of services for local youngsters, many more of 
whom have been frequenting The Square since we 
removed the bar. 

“However, if Square One would like to take over 
the running of the facility as an adult bar and music 
venue they can take this up with Circle Anglia 
themselves.” 

Mr Rammell and Square One representatives are 
due to meet Mrs Chapman tomorrow (Friday).

Knife crime campaign mother 
is jailed for dealing in drugs 


“Joel would have made a much 
better councillor. He’s a local lad, 
he’s just got a political degree 
from Kent University and he has 
very good aspirations.” 

But Chris Ford, a former 
Conservative councillor for Old 
Harlow who quit the party last 
year, said he believed Mrs Jolles 
had been the subject of an unfair 
campaign because of a 
personality clash with Mr 
Garnett. 

“The executive decided quite 
rightly that Muriel is a hard¬ 
working councillor and overruled 
the decision,” he said. “Joel 
accepted this with good grace 
but others are furious about it.” 
Mr Garnett said such claims 
were nonsense, adding: “I’ve 
always got on well with Muriel 
but it’s the local people who 
made the decision in a secret 
ballot.” 

Harlow Conservative Association 
chairman Tony Hall said: “There 
was a selection process which 
has now been resolved. Muriel 
Jolles is the candidate.” 

Mrs Jolles declined to comment. 


THE mother of knife crime vic¬ 
tim Tommy Jones, killed last 
year when he was stabbed in a 
London street, has been jailed 
for dealing drugs. 

Melanie Hopwood (35), who 
has campaigned for tougher 
penalties for knife crime, was 
jailed for nine months on 
Monday. 

She had earlier denied but 
been convicted of two charges of 
possessing cannabis with intent 
to supply after a jury heard how 
£1,320 worth of the class-C sub¬ 
stance and £14,800 cash was dis¬ 
covered in a pink suitcase after 
she was involved in a car crash. 

Juliet Donovan, prosecuting, 
said that on August 6 last year - 
just weeks before her son was 
fatally stabbed - Hopwood, of 


The Hides, Harlow, had taken a 
silver Land Rover Freelander 
4x4 belonging to her partner 
Derek Wilson. 

She sped off in the vehicle 
after the couple had a row but 
crashed it into a Peugeot car near 
Prentice Place, in Potter Street. 

Police officers called to the 
scene found the suitcase nearby 
and when they looked inside dis¬ 
covered “a wodge of cash in £10 
and £20 notes”, items of jew¬ 
ellery, a set of scales and cann¬ 
abis in resin and herbal forms. 

David Osborne, in mitigation, 
said Hopwood’s son Tommy died 
in September last year. Jamie 
Turpin (21), of Beckton, east 
London - the only person to have 
been charged in connection with 
Tommy’s death - walked free 


from court earlier this year after 
a jury cleared him of both mur¬ 
der and manslaughter. 

He said she had made great 
efforts to cut her drug use and 
urged a community penalty. 

“She is a woman who had put 
her heart and soul into charity 
work and campaigning,” he told 
the court. “As a result of the 
death of her eldest son, she has 
thrown herself into campaigning 
and assisting other families who 
have suffered bereavement as a 
result of knife crime.” 

But passing sentence. 
Recorder Ian Evans rejected the 
plea for leniency and told 
Hopwood: “This is a serious 
offence which passes the custody 
threshold.”

THE volley of shots which echoed 
around Harlow’s Parndon Wood 
Crematorium was the final salute 
to Private Robert Foster, the 


young soldier who died 
fighting for his country. 

Nearly 200 mourners gathered 
to say an emotional farewell to 
the 19-year-old squaddie who 
died along with two comrades 
in a friendly fire incident on 
August 23. 

At noon on Friday, Private Foster 
was laid to rest with full military 
honours. His final journey saw the 
town's firefighters form a guard of 
honour at the Fourth Avenue 
station as his funeral proeession 
drove past. 

Onee at the erematorium the pall 
hearers, who ineluded three of his 
elosest friends from the Royal 
Signals and three eomrades from 
his regiment the Royal Anglians, 
lifted his eoffin, draped in the 
Union Flag and deeked with a 
wreath of white lilies, and earned 
it in to the ehapel. 

As the song Chasing Cars hy 
Snow Patrol was played, his 
parents John, a retired fireman, 
and Lisa, sister Lauren and other 
family members and elose friends 
made their way in for the serviee. 
The seores of people who were 
unahle to find room inside the 
ehapel listened to the eeremony 
eondueted hy Father Ken Reeve, 
honorary ehaplain to the Royal 


Anglian Regiment, over 
loudspeakers outside. 

During the eeremony Private 
Foster - who was known as 
‘Rohhie’ to his family, ‘Frog’ to 
his friends and ‘Fozzy’ to his 
Army mates - was deserihed as a 
fine young man and fine young 
soldier. 

Prayers, a reading and a 
regimental eolleet were said and a 
hugle hlower played The Last Post 
and Reveille before blessings. The 
mourners left to the song When 
You're Gone by Avril Lavigne. 

In a message posted on the Star's 
website. Private Foster’s family 
thanked all those who attended 
the serviee. 

“The whole day was sueh a 
moving tribute to our dear son 
Robbie. We would like to thank 
everyone who attended and made 
a very diffieult day mueh easier 
for the whole family,” they wrote. 
Private Foster, of Great Plumtree, 
was the last of three 1st Battalion 
Royal Anglian Regiment soldiers 
to be laid to rest after they were 
killed when an Ameriean FI5 
mistakenly bombed their position 
during elose-quarters fighting. 

The funerals of Aaron MeClure 
(19) and John Thrumble (21) had 
already taken plaee. 
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Crash copter pilot 'did 
well to avoid homes' 


THE boss of a top motor racing 
team and his wife escaped 
unsca-thed when their helicop¬ 
ter crash-landed in North Weald 
at the weekend, narrowly miss¬ 
ing nearby homes. 

Dave Richards (55), who runs the 
Subaru rally team, and his wife Karen 
(53) walked away from the wreckage 
of their Eurocopter EC 135 after it 
came down in a field off Church Lane 
on Sunday afternoon. 

Local resident Luke Eldridge told the 
Star how minutes before the crash the air¬ 
craft had flown low over homes in Queens 
Road. 

“The helicopter flew over my house 
very low,” said Mr Elridge. “You could

definitely tell something was wrong 
because of how close to the roofs it was. 

“There was also the sound of clunking 
coming from the helicopter. It sounded as 
though it struggled to stay in the air, 
almost like a hearing had gone. 

“I waited for a sign it had gone down 
but seconds later there was silence, as if it 
had vanished. The pilot did very well to 
keep it in the air as long as he did.” 

It is believed Mr and Mrs Richards had 
been en route to Oxfordshire from 
Belgium, where they had been attending 
the Grand Prix, when a problem developed 
with the helicopter’s transmission system. 

In a startling coincidence the incident 


came just a day after former world rally 
champion Colin McRae, who drove for Mr 
Richards’ team for many years, was killed 
in a separate helicopter crash in Scotland. 

Mr Richards, who was also in the news 
earlier this year for buying sports car man¬ 
ufacturer Aston Martin, had earlier led the 
tributes to McRae (39), who died along 
with his five-year-old son and two family 
friends. 

Emergency services were first called to 
the scene of the North Weald crash at 
2.15pm, with police, ambulance and fire 
crews on the scene within minutes. 

Rescuers arrived to find Mr and Mrs 
Richards on their feet having escaped 
from the downed aircraft. The couple 
were, however, treated by paramedics at 
the scene for symptoms of shock. 

Mr Richards later told motor racing 


magazine Auto sport that he had only 
decided to return home from Belgium on 
Sunday because of the news of McRae's 
death. 

“Because of what happened with Colin 
we didn’t want to stay at Spa, we wanted to 
come back home early,” he said. “We were 
nearing Stansted Airport when we heard 
this bang at the back of the aircraft. 

“I was talking to the control at Stansted 
at the time so I immediately gave them a 
mayday call. Then everything failed but I 
managed to bring it down to the ground 
and it fell on its side.” 

A spokesman for Essex Police said the 
incident would now be subject to a probe 
by the Air Accident Investigation Bureau 
and that Church Lane would remain 
closed until investigators were happy for it 
to re-open. 


Town is a hit 
for gangs of 
pickpockets 

MORE than 150 people 
became the victims of 
pickpockets as they shopped in 
Harlow town centre last year. 
Figures released by police 
indicate most of the thefts were 
carried out by organised gangs 
who go into the area with the 
intention of stealing. 

Although many of the 
incidents reported in the year 
from September 2006 occurred 
on the streets, shop and bar 
customers have also been hit, 
particularly Bonmarche, Fat 
Sam’s, Tesco in the Harvey 
Centre, Asda, the British Heart 
Foundation shop in East Walk 
and Marks and Spencer. 

Harlow crime reduction officer 
Graham Anthony said: “The 
pickpockets that come into 
areas are usually about 25- 
years-old, both male and 
female, but the majority of 
incidents are carried out by 
groups of three to four 
pickpockets walking around. 
“We get hit from time to time. 
It goes quiet for a bit, then we 
have a spate, then they move 
on to the next town. Old 
people are most at risk.” 

He added: “The number of 
incidents reported is not out of 
the ordinary for a town of 
Harlow’s size. 

“The shops do well to stop this 
sort of thing but people need to 
keep their belongings safe.” 

It is estimated that more than a 
thousand pounds in cash, 
valuables and other possessions 
was stolen by pickpockets in 
Harlow last year.

Suspension of 
manager fuels 
theatre fears

LEADING lights in Har¬ 
low’s arts community 
have expressed serious 
fears over the future of 
The Playhouse theatre fol¬ 
lowing the suspension of 
general manager Phil Dale. 

Some members of the theatre’s 
working party have thrown their 
support behind Mr Dale - manag¬ 
er, director, producer and founder 
member of the Playhouse Theatre 
Company - who was temporarily 
removed from his position a fort¬ 
night ago by council chiefs. 

There has been speculation that the 
council move is linked to a budget 
overspend at the theatre. 

Peter Lines, an independent member 
of the working party, told the Star: 
“Tm very shocked the council has 
taken this action bearing in mind the 
immense contribution Phil has made to 


turn The Playhouse around in the past 
five years. 

Mr Lines said that since being 
appointed, Mr Dale had spearheaded a 
huge increase in community and youth 
involvement with the theatre. 

“The attendance figures have also 
risen a lot in that time while there are 
loads of resident groups which now use 
The Playhouse and the relationship 
that’s been built up with local schools is 
fantastic,” he added. “This is all a huge 
achievement which wouldn’t have hap¬ 
pened without Phil. 

“I am now genuinely concerned 
about the future of The Playhouse.” 

Fellow independent member and 


Harlow Ballet Association 
director Michael Branwell 
urged the council to consider 
the importance of the venue for 
the community: “There are lit¬ 
erally hundreds of kids there 
taking part in activities in a safe 
and secure environment and it’s 
a vital asset to Harlow,” he said. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The audit and improvement 
committee has been monitoring 
the budget performance of The Play¬ 
house throughout the year and the 
reports have been publicly available on 
the council’s website since earlier this 
year. 

“The committee is not currently con¬ 
sidering any other issues in relation to 
The Playhouse. It was agreed the work¬ 
ing group, set up several years ago, 
would investigate future options for 
partnership management and this work 
is still ongoing.” 

Labour joint council leader Tony 
Durcan said: “It is nonsense and 
rumour to suggest that there is a possi¬ 
bility of closure. I would like to con¬ 
firm that there is no plan for closure.”

Assault 
victim 
hit with 
hammer 


A COUPLE attacked a 
motorist with a hammer 
in a violent road rage 
attack, a court heard. 

John Jones (29), of Fern 
Hill Lane, Harlow, was sen¬ 
tenced to 27 months in prison 
for attacking David Potter 
(55) with a hammer outside a 
petrol station in Bush Fair, 
breaking two of his ribs. 

Jones’ partner Mary Mitchell 
(25), of the same address, was 
given a 12-month prison sen¬ 
tence, suspended for two years, 
for her part in the assault. 

The pair were sentenced at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Friday after earlier pleading 
guilty to a charge of causing 
grievous bodily harm. 

Karl Volz, prosecuting, told 
the court Mr Potter had been 
driving in the Bush Fair area of 
Harlow on January 9 last year 
when he noticed behind him a 
Ford Transit van driven by Jones. 

Jones was making gestures of 
annoyance towards Mr Potter and 
the two vehicles stopped at an 
Esso garage where they got out 
and exchanged words. 

A fight then broke out 
between the pair, at which point 
Mitchell got out of the van 
wielding a hammer which she 
used to strike Mr Potter across 


the back before handing the 
weapon to Jones. 

As Jones continued to hit Mr 
Potter with the hammer, Mitchell 
punched and kicked the victim, 
who fell to the ground and curled 
up into a ball to protect himself 

The two defendants drove off 
in the van and witnesses took the 
registration number. Mr Potter 
sustained two fractured ribs and 
was detained in hospital for three 
days. 

Jamie Sawyer, in mitigation, 
said Jones had been anxious to 
seek medical attention for his 
one-year-old daughter and had 
become frustrated by Mr Potter’s 
driving. 

While there was no suggestion 
that Mr Potter had started the 
fight, the victim landed the first 
blow and Jones - who had no 
previous convictions - suffered 
injuries to his finger and nose. 

Passing sentence. Judge 
Christopher Ball told Jones: 
“You lost control and, having 
picked a fight with this man, 
your partner, seeing you weren’t 
having it all your own way, 
weighed in with a hammer. It was 
a cowardly and wicked weapon 
to use. 

“You knew you were totally 
wrong and it was only belatedly 
that both of you had the decency 
and courage to plead guilty.”

Christopher Paxton, prosecuting, said 
police stopped Quang in Pittman’s Field, 
Harlow, on April 23 because it was an area 


known to be frequented by drugs dealers. 

He was later found to be wearing two pairs 
of underpants - the second of which concealed 
six wraps of heroin and five of crack cocaine. 

Fergus Malone, representing Quang, said in 
mitigation was staying with friends in Harlow 
at the time because he was homeless, adding 
that he would have sold the heroin to fund his 
own habit.

of the late great John Peel - has helped 
propel countless acts out of the underground 
and into the charts. 

But few of those who listen to his regular

influential a venue it eould be. 
“It was always diffieult for the 
people running The Square to 
do so in the best way beeause 
the eouneil just didn’t get it. 

“A good example is when they 
split the downstairs bar, a 
ehange whieh eompletely 
altered the plaee and, I believe, 
took the heart out of it.” 
Nevertheless Lamaeq stressed 
the importanee of keeping The 
Square alive, eiting its part in 
helping develop loeal talent and 
its role in putting Harlow on the 
map. 

“Anyone from the musie seene 
or industry who has ever been 
there has been impressed,” he 
said. “It outstrips and outelasses 
most of the venues in north and 
east London and it’s what many 
people know Harlow for.” 

The DJ said that, despite its 
musie foeus, in its heyday The 
Square was a wider eentre for 
alternative eulture. 

“People used to just meet up 
there in the evening or at 
lunehtime as an alternative to 
the sort of swanky pubs where 
others went. It was a great plaee 
for thought and eultural debate. 
“It wasn’t just about the bands. 
People were learning stuff like 
video editing there; 
opportunities like that just don’t 
exist in every town and it made 
Harlow speeial.” 

B ut while he mourns the 
loss of The Square as it 
onee was, Lamaeq is 
adamant that for loeal bands it 
still remains a vital resouree, 
even in its eurrent state. 

“It beeame my ambition at one 
time to start a reeord label and 
get a Harlow band in the top 
40,” he said. “And sure enough, 
it was sitting in the bar at The 
Square one day when a bloke 
ealled Anthony Chapman eame 
in and handed me this demo for 
a band ealled Collapsed Lung. 
“We later got them a top 20 hit 
with Eat My Goal. That sueeess 
simply wouldn’t have happened 
without The Square. 

“I ean tell you, if you don’t 
have a venue in your town you 
ruin the musie seene in your 
town. No question. 

“Look at whaf s happening 
down the road in Hertford. In 
reeent times The Marquee has 
huilt up an astonishing 
reputation and that. I’m pretty 
sure, is why I’ve reeently 
reeeived demos from three 
different Hertford bands.” 
During his time in Harlow 
Lamaeq got to know Riehard 
Holgarth, The Square’s long- 
serving teehnieal manager, well. 
He still has great eonfidenee in 
his old friend’s ability to bring 
about a revival in the town’s 
musie seene and resurreet The 
Square’s glory days. 

“Harlow eould and should have 
a first elass venue and if anyone 
ean bring that about, Riehard is 
the man,” he said. 

“For the sake of all those kids 
in Harlow who want to share 
their musie and their talent, I 
really hope he is given the 
ehanee.” 


IT is some months now 
since The Square, 
Harlow's iconic live 
music venue, first came 
under threat of closure. 
Seen by many as a town 
institution for the best 
part of three decades, it 
is perhaps only this year 
- as its demise appears 
increasingly inevitable - 
that the degree of 
support for it has 
become apparent. 

Essex County Council 
may have anticipated 
some opposition when it 
took the decision to close 
The Square's bar and 
attempt to introduce a 
strict age-based 
admission policy - moves 
which pro-Square 
campaigners warned 
would turn the hotbed of 
alternative music talent 
into a "ping-pong tables 
and ginger beer" youth 
club - but could it 
possibly have expected 
the level of protest 
evident in the months 
since? Such was the 
strength of feeling that 
police had to stop the 
traffic in Fourth Avenue 
because a Star photocall 
attracted so many angry 
music lovers.

Cycling to work at Sunvic as a chauffeur 

T he memories of John Sapsford, whose 

reeolleetions of Harlow firm Sunvie Controls 
were featured in Nostalgia a fortnight ago, have 
prompted more eontributions about the Harlow 
employer. 

Miehael Taylor, of The Dashes, writes to say that 
his father Cyril, pietured with the eompany motor, 
worked as the managing direetor’s ehauffeur from 
1952. 

“He used to eyele to Templefields every day as we 
had no ear ourselves,” he said. “The people he 
worked with were all good friends: Charlie Cramp, 
Les Roberts, Bert Pike and Johnny Bastow, to name 
a few. My eousin Bob Monro was an eleetrieian. 
“Later, when Sunvie was taken over by AEI, Dad 
was made transport manager and held the position 
for 18 years. But when the eompany moved he was 
made redundant.” 

Mr Taylor remembers that his father - who died 11 
years ago - often spoke of how he enjoyed his 
work, even though things were sometimes tough 
going. 

“He worked many late nights doing maintenanee 
work in faetory No.l and the Admiralty (mentioned 
in previous Nostalgias) after doing his main job 
ehauffeuring during the day,” he said. 

“I also remember there was a lady who used to piek 
up the post from the town in a eompany bubble ear, 
henee she was nieknamed Bubbles!”

W ORKPLACES 
have changed in 
so many ways 
since the 1960s and ’70s, 
with one big difference 
being the attitude 
towards female 
employees.

The main pieture shows 1964 
winner Gillian Thompson, now 
a resident of Aylets Field, 
Harlow, and eomes eourtesy of 
her daughter Toni. 

“This was one of two years that 
my mother won the eompetition 
and she also eame seeond 
twiee,” she told Nostalgia. 

And not only was Mrs 
Thompson the golden girl of the 
faetory, but her husband 
Anthony was the first 
apprentiee to be taken on. 

The seeond pieture, showing the 
line-up of lovely lasses, features 


the six hopeful finalists from 
the 1971 eompetition, ineluding 
Nostalgia reader Margaret 
Gibson (then Chalk). 

“I joined the faetory in 1960 
when I was 15,” said the Chureh 


End, Harlow, resident. “I 
worked on eaeh line and then 
after a few years beeame a 
supervisor at the age of 21.” 

She added: “I was nominated by 
my fellow workers in 1971 to go 


into the Miss Bix eontest. I 
eame fourth but went on the 
following year to eome first.

THE RANGE 
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On your bike for 
a Tour de Harlow 


ESSEX County Council and 
developers recently 
splashed out a whopping 
El.lm on a new cycle lane 
linking Harlow Mill railway 
station with The Pinnacles 
industrial estate. Designed 
to make the 
environmentally friendly 
option of getting about by 
bike easier, more 
comfortable and safer, the 
new route will be officially 
unveiled next month. The 
investment has been 
widely welcomed, 
especially as Harlow has a 
rush hour traffic problem 
which is set to worsen 
with the completion of the 
Harlow Gateway housing 
development off Fifth 
Avenue. But does this 
long-awaited cycle path 
come up to scratch? 
Reporter JIM TANFIELD 
dusted off his bicycle and 
put it to the test. 





A S you can see from the 

photographic evidence, I am 
not built like the average Tour 
de France entrant. 

But here I am, sitting astride my trusty 
cycle named ‘Bob O’ in tribute to a 
similarly furnished friend who managed to 
shift his 19-stone frame around a triathlon 
course in June. 

While the thought of “If he ean do it, so ean I” 
was always there, my route along part of 
Harlow’s eyele lane network nevertheless 
represented a more sedate introduetion to the 
world of two-wheel travel. 

The lure of taking the bike instead of the ear is 
heeoming stronger for many in and around the 
town - or at least it should be - and I wanted to 
be one of the first to get the new Harlow-hy- 
bike experienee. 

There is, of eourse, the added bonus of a trip on 
a bieyele being earbon-neutral. Guilt-free 
transport would be a niee way forward for us 
all. 

Setting off in brilliant sunshine from the Star 
offiees in West Gate Square, I headed towards 
Harlow Town station. Onee past the Sainsbury’s 
store in Fifth Avenue and aeross the road to the 
Town Park, I freewheeled all the way to the 
station, overtaking the traffie in the proeess. 
What a doddle! 

I then pieked up the new route elose to Pets’ 
Corner on Edinburgh Way and began the steady 
but not punishing elimb towards the retail parks. 
It is here the first anomaly of the eyele paths 
reveals itself and exposes the nanny state for 
what it really stands for. 

Next to every bus stop and where pedestrian 
(not vehieular) aeeess to residential areas oeeurs 
along the way, the eyelist eomes aeross small 
blue signs warning them to dismount. As a 
result, a half-mile unbroken streteh of path is 
annoyingly split into numerous seetions by these 
eonstant requests. This also helps to add even 
more street furniture to the already eluttered 
roadsides. 

Call me irresponsible, but I didn’t dismount at 
any of the signs apart from the ones where the 
eyele path erossed main roads. I would be very 
surprised if even the most law-abiding eyelist 
doesn’t do the same. 

I erossed the road at Teseo to rejoin the traek 
and before I knew it passed a sign telling me the 
route had ended. Confronted by one of the 
busiest junetions in the town - the roundabout 
at Harlow Mill - and wanting to eheek out the 
traek into Chureh Langley, I took my life in my 
hands and erossed over to Gates’ garage before 
heading up London Road towards Mark Hall 
Sehool. 

It would seem, therefore, that busy junetions are 
not a target for eyele lane eash when they 
should be the absolute priority. It’s roundabouts 


like this whieh put part-time eyelists off riding 
during the rush hour. 

The poorly maintained, narrow and dangerous 
pavement leading up the A414 is more tempting 
than the high-speed road itself I ean’t help 
thinking at this point the laws about riding bikes 
on the pavement were ereated when there were 
hardly any ears and plenty of pedestrians; it’s a 
very different world now as the opposite is 
indeed true. 

After some eareful negotiating of the traffie, I 
steered ‘Bob O’ behind the sehool towards the 


Chureh Langley Teseo. 

Despite the traek being at its most enjoyable at 
this point due to the rural surroundings, my 
attention was drawn to another perplexing 
eonundrum - the amount of broken glass. An 
almost eonstant line of smashed bottles, pint 
glasses and headlights line the route. Every 20 
metres or so I had to take evasive aetion to 
avoid a puneture. 

How does it get there? It has either been 
jettisoned from passing ears or dropped by 
pedestrians. However it is happening, ean those 


responsible for it please stop? 

The Chureh Langley loop was a relaxing affair 
apart from an embarrassing attempt to wheelie 
onto a kerb, pulling my handlebars off in the 
proeess. 

Handlebars refitted, I returned to Mark Hall via 
the underpass and onto First Avenue before 
losing the traek near The Stow and pieking it up 
again on the home straight from Burnt Mill 
Sehool to Sainsbury’s. I had hardly broken a 
sweat and was feeling energised from the fresh 
air and exereise. 

A fterwards I put my verdiet of the route 
to Norman Hume, Essex County 
Couneil eabinet member for highways 
and transportation. 

He said: “The eyeleway along Edinburgh Way 
has been designed aeeording to guidelines laid 
down for the eonstruetion of paths of this type. 
However, we have reeeived some suggestions 
from our user group partners on the level and 
type of signage on the route. 

“This is the largest eurrent eyele path projeet of 
its type in Essex and the eouneil is determined 
to manage the route in the best interests of 
eyelists and other users of the route. To this end, 
a review is eurrently being eondueted and the 
offieial opening will now oeeur in early winter.” 
While County Hall’s eontribution of £550,000 is 
an admirable investment in the network - a lot 
of money in a town in need of so many repairs 
to its roads - the eash spent needs to be 
supported by a stronger promotional eampaign. 
There were hardly any eyelists using it - I must 
have passed three on the entire six-mile route 
and one of those was riding on the pavement! 
And this was on a day of blissful sunshine. 
While there is nothing feasible whieh ean be 
done about the erossing of major roads - 
bridges and underpasses being the only solution 
- a greater effort at ereating more unbroken 
stretehes would have been weleome. 

But when you add up the time taken to wait for 
the next bus or the preeious minutes eaten away 
while sitting in traffie, you would still definitely 
be better off by bike. 

I might not be Tour de Franee material but I am 
a eonvert.

BUGSY MALONE 

Playhouse Theatre Company, The Playhouse 


NOT all child stars live in Hollywood - 
some of them are right here on your 
doorstep and this likeable, funny stage 
version of Alan Parker’s hit film is the 
obvious choice to showcase their talents. 
It’s not everyone’s cup of tea as some have 
claimed the more risque moments are 
simply too precocious, but the music and the 
mirth given to the audience is more than 
sufficient to snuff out any killjoy whingeing. 
The plot is simple; it’s Prohibition time in America 
and down-at-heels wannabe wise guy Bugsy 
(Greg Edwards) takes a shine to unemployed 
singer Blousey Brown (Gemma Harragan), 
wooing her with ice cream sundaes and promises 
of a golden future in Hollywood. 

Meanwhile, a gangland war is brewing between 
nightclub owner Fat Sam (Calum Landau) and 
Dandy Dan (Thomas Brace), who has the upper 
hand thanks to his new weapon - the hilarious 
splurge gun, which really did fire custard at its 
victims (well, shaving foam anyway!). Bugsy gets 
pulled into the mob world when all Fat Sam’s 
henchmen are splurged and his loyalties became 
split between his new boss and his girlfriend. 
When the opening song kicked in, it was 
wonderful to hear just how mature the 
performers’ voices were. However, it took about a 
minute to work out it was being mimed to a 
professionally pre-recorded soundtrack; the 
feeling of being cheated out of a ‘musical’ hung 
over me throughout, even with the knowledge the 
original film used adult singers. 

Almost making up for that disappointment was 
Katie Barker Dale’s sparkling choreography. 


particularly strong in So You Wanna Be a Boxer?, 
and Phil Dale’s direction, which never allowed his 
young charges to forget their background acting 
yet kept the audience’s focus on the principals. 
The clever use of video montages also helped 
propel this out of the routinely humdrum ‘kids 
theatre’ bracket. 

Edwards, Harragan, Brace and Amy Moulder’s 
Tallulah shone among a talented cast but 
Landau’s performance surpassed all expectations. 
His timing, accent and confidence were 


impeccable - this lad was born to play the bilious 
boss and he should be destined for big things. 

This was a celebration of our talented youth and 
the company has again managed to hurl an 
enormous happiness-filled custard pie brimming 
with art and energy at its audience - and 1, for 
one, was well and truly splurged!

FOR anyone holding their breath for the 
latest masterpiece from that most 
mercurial of modern cinema's directing 
talents, let out a sigh of relief - 
Tarantino's back, and he's certainly not 
wearing a seatbelt. 

Jump-starting Kurt Russell’s faltering career 
in the same way Pulp Fiction rescued John 
Travolta from straight-to-video obscurity, this 
affectionate homage to the Grindhouse 
exploitation cinema of the 1970s is a rewed- 
up beast of an action-cum-horror flick with 
plenty of muscle. 

Russell, pictured right - given licence to go 
Snake Plissken with a black heart - broods 
with palpable menace as the psychotic 
Stuntman Mike, a homicidal stunt 
driver who spends his days in 
roadside diners sipping non¬ 
alcoholic drinks and striking 
up flirtatious conversations 
with impossibly 
voluptuous beauties. 

It soon becomes 
clear he’s looking 
for a little more 
than a 
backseat 
fumble 
and instead 
gets his 
kicks by 
flexing 
his 

‘death- 

proof’ muscle 
car and 
scaring the 
b’Jesus 41 
out 
of his 
new 

girlfriends by 
chasing them up 
and down the 
highway at ridiculous 
speeds with inevitably gruesome results. 

Yet, eye-popping action aside. Death Proof is at 
times let down by Tarantino’s penchant for 
hyperbolic dialogue - the film dragging a little 
during overlong scenes focusing on Russell’s 
victims-to-be interminably idle chats on bizarre 
sex and obscure cinema, much of which was 
reinstated after the film was recut from its 
originally much shorter form as one half of the 
double-bill movie Grindhouse when that 
nosedived in the US in its first week of release. 


And while the 

painstaking replication of the 
absurd plot inconsistencies and laughable 
production values of its genuine B-movie 
counterparts is skilfully executed (with scratches, 
screen smudges and terrible sound quality), it 
will undoubtedly grate on audiences who don’t 
get the deluge of in-jokes peppered throughout 
the script. 


But 

taken as 

Tarantino intended. Death Proof retains all 
the brainless indulgence that made the sub¬ 
genre it lovingly parodies so obscenely 
entertaining in the first place - this is a madcap 
thrill ride with no brakes. 


TWO butch firefighters take 
each other up the aisle in a 
same-sex marriage to solve a 
looming financial crisis in this 
lamentable comic vehicle for 
unlikely bedfellows Adam 
Sandler and Kevin James, 
pictured above. 

Completely ignoring the 
concept’s latent potential to 
challenge the outspoken 
prejudices of WASP America, 
director Dennis Dugan {Big 
I Daddy, Happy Gilmour) 
instead relies upon tired 
homophobic jibes to get 
cheap laughs - even 
including (groan) a soap-in- 
the-shower scene as one of its 
comedic set-pieces. 

The wastefulness ultimately 
taints an undoubtedly talented 
cast - Sandler never looks 
comfortable in his mock-gay role 
as Chuck, failing to inject his 
irritating fireman with even so 
much as a hint of charisma, while 
King of Queens star James is 
similarly insipid portraying a 
supposed queen of queens. 
Whatever the right-thinking 
message of the film supposedly is 
- and it’s presumably meant to tell 
us civil partnerships are, like, cool - it 
becomes buried underneath an 
avalanche of bawdy hypocrisy. 

Sandler fans might want to take a 
raincheck on this latest effort - after all, 
almost two hours of incessant g^s about 
firemen’s poles might even see Jim 
Davidson looking for the exit.

BEYOND THE NEIGHBOURHOOD 

Athlete (album, Parlophone) 

On previous albums Vehicles And Animals and Tourist, Athlete 
have often masked their weaker songs and ruined their better 
ones with preposterous overproduction. But on this third effort, 
the band control the desk for the first time - and while the result 
is hardly lo-fi, things are rather more sensible throughout. That’s 
a good thing because there’s some real quality on this record. 
From stirring eco-pop climate change portent Hurricane {'Is this 
something we’ve got to get used to?) and energetic crescendo- 
packed anthem Second Hand Stores to the likes of The 
Outsiders, the sort of slower number you can lose yourself in, 
this is a record big on tunes and short on filler. 

HOME AGAIN 

Edwyn Collins (album. Heavenly) 

The title is fitting: this long-awaited album, recorded in 2004-5, 
has finally been released after a lengthy period of rehabilitation 
for the pop veteran after he suffered two strokes. This sixth solo 
LP displays Collins’ knack for writing a catchy tune that has given 
him such an enduring career as a writer, performer and 


producer. With a mix of pleasant ballads such as the title track, 
relentless stompers like Superstar Talking Blues and pop such 
as You’ll Never Know, which is reminiscent of his former band 
Orange Juice, this is a fun yet carefree listen. 

PROOF OF YOUTH 

The Go! Team (album, Memphis Industrial) 

Like an unloaded water pistol, this has the promise of an awful 
lot of fun but lacks the final squirt. Production values are so 
low that at times it sounds as if this funky outfit is being 
recorded in an Australian dunny. Proof Of Youth is a second 
album which could have delivered so much but instead is an 
unqualified racket. While the ideas are fresh and have an 
attractive naivety - as on the huge Titanic Vandalism - the 
over-percussion is seriously holding them back. Disappointing. 

HAPPINESS LTD 

Hot Hot Heat (album. Sire) 

From the land of maple syrup comes this flawless fifth album 
which has fewer hooks than its predecessors but as much

Where no head is better than one 


THE CHUMSCRUBBER 

(Icon Home Entertainment, 15, retail) 

The true story of a botched kidnapping conducted by 
drug-dealing suburban teens which inspired the 
recent Alpha Dog appears to also be the driving force 
behind this very different kind of movie. 

If Alpha Dog asked complacent middle-class America 
‘Do you know where your kids are?’. The 
Chumscrubbefs more cynical coda is ‘... and do you 
even care?’. 

Rather than aiming for social realism, director Arie 
Posin seems rather taken by the posturings of his 
blank generation characters and instead makes a 
rather artless play for the same cult market in which 
Donnie Darko struck weird gold. 

The result looks like an approximation of a David 
Lynch movie crafted for teens, a California gothic-lite 
world in which a boy commits suicide unnoticed 
during a party in his mother’s pastel manse, girls 
compete with their vain mothers for sexual attention, 
just about all the kids pop pills like they were cherry- 
flavoured Pez and the adults are too infantile and 
distracted by their own problems to notice. 

Holding it together is a quietly impressive turn from 
Jamie Bell, right, centre, as drug-addicted Dean, the 
outsider who opens the film with the discovery of his 
best friend hanging and is subsequently dragged into 
a half-assed kidnap plot when he refuses to retrieve a 
dealer’s pill stash from his dead mate's room. 

Posin also has a fairly starry support cast, with Glenn 
Close increasingly deranged as the dead boy’s 
grieving mother, Ralph Fiennes as a mayor coming 
unglued as his marriage approaches and Carrie Anne 
Moss as a white-hot flirty single mum. 

The Chumscrubber makes a few worthy points, such 
as the pleasure parents seem to take in medicating 
their kids’ problems away instead of actually dealing 
with them, but it often obscures its merits behind 
imagery evidently included purely for aesthetic effect 
and a line in grindingly unsubtle metaphor - the 
Chumscrubber of the title is a badly rendered video 
game character who, like Dean, wakes up one day to 
find he’s lost his head but ploughs on through the 
world anyway.

BLADE; HOUSE OF CTHON 

(Entertainment In Video, 18, retail & rental) 

This feature-length pilot show for the short-lived 
Blade TV series is a pleasure after the interminable 
pretensions of David Goyer’sB/ade Trinity, the third 
entry in the movie franchise, stripping away all the 
prentions to just get on with the simple story of a 
leather-clad half-vampire on a mission to eradicate 
the undead. 

Short rapper Sticky Fingaz is, unfortunately, no Wesley 
Snipes and rather than attempt a new reading of the 
character he understandably settles down to an 
unshowy Snipes impersonation. 

The background characters of the movies are gone 
and Blade is here serviced by a friendly tech nerd and 
later joined by capable ex-soldier Krista, an Iraqi war 
veteran hunting those responsible for her brother’s 
murder. Not surprisingly, the trail leads them to the 
powerful and ambitious vampire sect The House Of 
Cthon, whose leader Van Sciver has plans for both his 
plucky adversaries. 



The frequent and bloody action sequences are well 
handled, the effects work looks very good for a TV 
show and it even manages to throw in a few big 
narrative surprises.

MITCH 

(Network, 15, retail) 

Her Majesty’s Press is seldom treated with much 
respect (or even accuracy) in popular entertainment - 
being generally depicted as a pack of rat-hearted, 
boozy, chequebook-flashing ambulance-chasers - so 
it’s nice to see John Thaw somewhat redress the 
balance in this brief TV series from 1984. 

A crime reporter for a national tabloid, he still 
manages to avoid spending any time in the office and 
has an apparently bottomless expenses account, but 
at least he does the nuts-and-bolts work of talking to 
people, assembling facts, pursuing leads and flattering 
sources instead of shouting every five minutes for the 
front page to be held. 

Articulate and well filmed, all 10 hour-long episodes 
are featured on these three discs, with stories ranging 
from a village traumatised by the mysterious death of 
a schoolboy and a businessman dying in unusual 
circumstances in Warsaw to Mitch’s expose of a neo- 
Nazi terror group.

MAIGRET 

(Network, 15, retail) 

Serene Belgian sleuth Jules Maigret provides a perfect 
showcase for Michael Gambon’s considerable talents 
in this hugely enjoyable 1992/93 series of 12 
mysteries, presented here on four discs.

Author Georges Simenon’s stories are faithfully 
adapted and, while they’re certainly the kind of 
intellectual conundrums worthy of Morse, the real 
charm of each programme radiates from the alchemy 
of watching Gambon portray a quiet, gracious and 
happily married man in such a careful, meticulous 
manner that he is a fully rounded, living character 
without need of all the usual quirky props or tricks of 
the form to flesh him out.

THE BIG TOWN

Matt Dillon has such a ’50s aura about him that he 
was born for this kind of project. 

This 1987 movie is certainly nothing that hasn’t been 
done a 1,001 times before, a few dashes of neon noir 
to establish that we’re in 1957 and a hackneyed rites 
of passage storyline - young kid from the boondocks 
brings his precocious talent (here it’s playing dice) 
and ambition to the big city, meets a good girl, is 
drawn to a bad girl, enjoys huge success, crosses 
paths with a bad guy (scowling Tommy Lee Jones), 
gets his comeuppance, realises the good girl’s really 
the one for him after all and so grows as a man. 

If not for Dillon’s dazzling wattage, this would be 
about as gripping as an episode of The Red Shoe 
Diaries, yet even though it’s little more than a series 
of scenes with his largely mercenary character Cully 
dancing rings around the craps table, he nevertheless 
manages to imbue them with a style and significance 
almost mythic.

No FA Cup reprieve for disappointed Robins 


SAWBRIDGEWORTH Town’s 
hopes of being reinstated in the FA 
Cup have been dashed.

Riehard Branehflower, the 
Robins’manager, said: “It’s frustrat¬ 
ing. Rules are rules and we have 


suffered for it. I feel sorry for the 
players and I am sure without a 
doubt we eould have beaten London 
APSA. 

“The £500 is better than a kiek in 
the teeth, but we eould have earned 
another £1,000 if we had beaten 
London APSA.” 

An FA spokesman said: “Had we 
known earlier we eould have done 
something about it. We eannot go 
further baek than one round.”

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'I'm Gunner change 
the football world'

F ormer west Ham united 
striker and Arsenal first 
team coach John 
Cartwright is urging coaches 
from Harlow and beyond to join 
his soccer revolution. 

Cartwright, who played alongside 
England’s 1966 World Cup-winning 
captain Bobby Moore in the 1960s 
and later worked as number two to 
Don Howe at Highbury in the mid- 
1980s, certainly knows a thing or two 
about coaching football, as he used to 
be the technical director for the FA. 
But 67-year-old Cartwright has become 
disillusioned with the FA's blueprint of 
the game at grass roots level and his 
company, Premier Skills, will be holding 
the first of a series of workshops 
promising a new way forward for 
coaching football to children. 

Cartwright will only be running one 
workshop in the south east — and this 
will take place at Fairways in Parsloe 
Road, Harlow, on October 4. 

He wants to see coaches develop 
individualism for young players with 
children playing ‘a street’ type of football. 
This involves something called ‘Practice- 
Play’ which assesses the playing levels of 
young footballers during competitive 
matches. 

Cartwright, from Great Canfield near 
Dunmow, began his coaching career with 
former Crystal Palace and Manchester 
City manager Malcolm Allison before 
working at the FA in the 1990s. On his 
blueprint for soccer, he explained: “It’s a 
modern form of coaching. I have 
developed this myself It’s something 
different. It has come out of criticism of 
the FA’s coaching scheme and the lack of 


players coming into the game. 

“The players we are developing are not 
good enough. We are not producing 
individual quality. Unless we get it right 
at the foundation level all we are doing is 
papering over the cracks. 

“The FA has failed. It’s the same old- 
fashioned drills. The whole response is 
unrealistic. 

Cartwright, a UEFA A badge holder, 
wants to target children from the ages of 
6-8 as he says this is the crucial age to 


instil his coaching ideas onto. “You have 
got to learn skills at 7-years-old. You’ve 
got to learn about space, time and 
awareness. Kids are not learning these 
things until they are 15, 16 or 17 — and 
then it’s just rounding it off and polishing 
it up.” 

The three-hour workshops will be divided 
into 2Va hours of practical work on the 
Fairways pitches with a question-and- 
answer session completing the day. 
Cartwright’s venture is a non-profit 


making initiative. He has partners in 
Australia, New Zealand, USA, Canada 
and Scandinavia carrying out similar 
programmes. 

Cartwright previously coached at schools 
in the Midlands. During his 40-year 
connection with the FA he was manager 
of the England Youth team which won the 
World Championship in the early 1980s.

Rams reviving rugby England hit rock bottom 


THE Rugby World Cup might not quite 
be going to plan for England, but the 
Rams et al are hopeful the interest from 
the tournament will spark a revival in 
the game, writes DAVID RIMMER. 

It has been argued that the Rugby 
Football Association did not do enough 
to promote the game at grass roots level 
off the back of the success of the 
national side in winning the William 
Webb Ellis Trophy against host nation 
Australia in 2003. 

However, the RFU launched a 
campaign called ‘Go Play Rugby’ this 
summer aimed at recruiting 6,000 new 
players to the oval-shaped game. 

Along with children, this will target the 
18- to 30-year-old age group, which the 
game feels have a tendency to quit the 
game at the end of their education. 
Harlow Rugby Club, based at Ram 
Gorse in Elizabeth Way, has thrived 
since it was formed some 50 years ago. 
It has a strong commitment to 
nurturing the game at grassroots level 
and has taken action to help promote 
rugby in all age groups. 

Prior to the Rugby World Cup, the 
Rams had a stall at the Harlow Town 
Show at which leaflets were given out. 
These were designed for young and 
adults alike. 

Harlow RFC will also have a stand at 
the town centre library on Saturday 29 
September prior to the home game 



against Brentwood that day. 

Feedback from the town show was 
good, with 14 new youngsters including 
three girls attending the mini-age group 
sessions the following weekend. 

There were also another five at the U- 
13 and U-16 age groups. 

Dave Sharp, the club’s press officer, 
said: “We were thoroughly delighted 
about that. Training sessions are run in 


mind with new starters and it’s a very 
good time to start with other new 
starters.” 

As well as attracting new people to the 
game, rugby has to make sure it does 
not lose players. 

Marc Wedd, fourth team manager at 
Harlow RFC, is well aware of the 
difficulties in transition as players can 
drift out of the game. 


He said: “When you are coming 
through the age groups you are with 
those of similar abilities, but when you 
come to senior rugby there is a big age 
range. 

“You can be up against someone four or 
five stone heavier and it’s a different 
thing.” 

Wedd added: “There is always 
somebody to help you at Harlow and 
you are not on your own. 

“If you want to restart and have a 
couple of games in the fourth team you 
can do that and then there is the facility 
to progress up the teams or you can 
stay at a certain level.” 

Wedd emphasised that there is scope 
for a player to improve. 

“There is plenty of coaching at senior 
level. There is work on fitness and ball 
handling skills.” 

The club runs four senior teams, a 
women’s team, plus many youth sides 
from the Under-7 age group through to 
the Colts (U-19’s). 

The disappointment of England’s heavy 
defeat to South Africa may burn inside 
the hearts of rugby fans and players, 
but the national side will return and the 
game will long thrive in its Essex 
heartland.

PETER Cousins faces the 
biggest year of his life as 
he aims to win a judo gold 
medal at the 2008 
Olympics in Beijing.
